Somorsett came here from London, Eng., to

Rathbone, but this occupation was not in his 
line, He spent most of his time in Wood- 
stock, living extravagantly, driving tandems 
every other day and drinking wine. In fact 
| his life here was one continual round of 
| pleasure, He claimed to be a real Jord some- 
times, at others a son of a lord, He was an 
excellent customer of the wing morchants, the 
hotels and livery men. He paid them a 
pile of money but there was quite 
asum he did not pay. He left here rather 
suddenly in May last for parts unknown and 

has not been heard of since, He fs not a man 
| any one would connect with a murder 
tragedy. 

While here he had a chum named St, 
| Dudley, also an Englishman, whom the boys 
called “Cholly.”

When any colony becomes 
strong enough to have brood in five 
combs, 80 that these combs average two- 
thirds full, again isto bo mado which 
will much more than pay for the time 
employed, by reversing tho brood nest, 
regardless of the style of the hive or 
frame used. 

By reversing the brood nest I mean 
the putting of the center combs, which 
are full of brood, on the outside, and 
putting those having tho least brood, 
that were on the outside, in the center. 
Now leayo them until the hive is so well 
filled with bees that they have brood in 
all but the two outside combs (the center 
combs being filled out to the frame on 
all sides), when the brood is to be re- 
verved again, putting the combs that are 
entirely filled with brood out next to 
these outside combs, and those haying 
the least in them in the center. A gain 
of a week at least is made in this Way to 
each hive, and this week of honey 
gathering will more than pay for the 
necessary trouble and time, 

On a vote being taken, a large major- 
ity voted in favor of & ingle walled hives, 
with outer case, packed in the spring.

Why tho Mens Do Not Lay, 

One of the puzzling questions that of- 
ten ariso in the experiences of persons 
raising fowls is why their hens are not 
laying as well as a ncighbor's, who is far 
moro fortunate in the weckly additions 
mado to his egg basket. Irom the di- 
rections given in poultvy journals and 
by manufacturers of spec fica for egg pro- 
duction, many personss: .rt out with the 
confident expectation of uninterrupted 
raising chickens and eggs, to 
find at last that the business has for 
gome reason become unprofitable. 

In purchasing hens for laying, par- 
ticular attention should be given to the 


color and appearance of their combs, 


which should be bright and red, Where 
the comb has a dull, sickly color, and a 
kind of flattened down appearance, no 
amount of feeding or caro will force the 
laying of eggs as long as these condi- 
tions exist, gain, the legs should be 
smooth and clean and free from scales or 
the appearance of spurs, both of which 
indicate that the hen has passed tho lay- 
ing age. The cock should be bought out 
of a different flock and be as purely bred 
as possible, The principal causes of 
failure in egg production aro believed to 
be: first, keeping hens that are too old; 
second, breeding in and in, or 2 failure 
to introduce new blood from sources en- 
tirely outside of one’s own flock, and 
third, keeping the flock too long in the

Les- 
sons of history, political economy, literature, 
have no repulsive presence andno wnintelli- 
giblo meaning to ono who would read aright 
the journals of the day. I know this to he 
true, for many ofmy newspaper pupils were 
pupils in my regular classes, 

2, By newspaper reading tho student be- 
comes familiar with the living thinkers and 
actors. He singles them out for what they 
say and what they do. He does not, like many 
wake up when reading history years after to 
find that certain historic persons lived in bis 
time. He comes within the influence of their 
magic touch, and John Bright, for example, 
isnot a name, but a personality, charged 
with spiritual forces as a Leyden jar is with 
electricity. This fact goes far to make the 
newspaper the only true history of the coun- 


try. 

Present history is there; the student who 
does not read past history as the interperter 
of the present reads history of little pur- 


8 The student by nowspaper reading be 
comes familiar with opon or unsettled ques 
tions. His lossons aro mostly about settled 
questions, By these his mind is nurtured, 
informed, and disciplined, But bis life work, 
his influence, is to be in tho line of unsettled 
questions, For instance, in American poli- 
tics manhood suffrage isa settled question, 
while how best to keep that suffrage pure is 
‘an unsettled one, The former right is estab- 
Hished in his books, the latter is discovered 
only by a study of the times, To the publio- 
spirited young man or woman who hopes to 
influence the ideas of his age periodical litera- 
ture becomes a necessity. 

Theso and similar conclusions I believe I 
have vorified by these experiments.

PROTECTING 


Winter Work. 

American Agriculturist makes the fol- 
lowing pertinent remarks on the horti- 
culturist’s duties during the winter 
season? 

Young trees that were set out in ear- 
lier months may, on mild days, have a 
mound of earth twelve or fifteen inches 
high made around the lower part of the 


trunk. This will keep the tree steady 
better than stakes, and will prevent the 
attacks of mice, Rabbits should be 


trapped, snared or shot, They are ac- 
ceptable on the table, and are now in 
good condition, If imursery trees are 
well heeled in, it will be best to leave 
them there, even if the weather tempt te 
plant them, 

Cold frames that contain cabbage and 
other plants are more likely tobe harmed 
by too much heat than too much cold, 
Give an abundance of airing on mild 
days. The object is to keep the plants 
dormant and not to encourage any 
growth, Spring work ought to be facili- 
tated in all ways. Among these, late 
plowing. If gra sland is to be broken 
up, haul out the manure. See to sashes 
and repair glass. Repair shutters for 
hot beds and frames. If there are not 
enough for every frame and & few extra, 
mate them, 

The chief work in the flower garden is 
to keep the grounds in good order. By 
repairing accidents as they occur, the 
work will not all come at once in spring 
and be of appalling amount, If abranch 
is broken, by storms or otherwise, re- 
move it; saw off smoothly, and cover the 
wound with grafting wax, coarse paint, 
or some such material. 

The plants are now all indoors, and, 
whether in greenhouse or window, take 
care that the insects do not get a foot- 
hold carly in the season, If the plants 
were not properly cleaned before, m1 ke 
a job of it as soon a8 May be, in smoling 
with tobacco for the whole, then giving 
each individual plant its needed separate 
treatment, Smooth leaved plants, like 
ivy, should have a weekly washing with 
soap and water applied with a soft cloth, 
Follow this with water only, Keep upa 
sn of bulbs in flower by bringing 
the nots from the cellar, also hardy

Lister Bros,’ phosphate was used in th 
about 6} acres, and manured during 
winter and spring with barnyard manure, 
apout 15 waggon-londs to the acre, The 
season being wet, it was late before the corn 
was sowed, it being scarcely ready for the 
cultivator by the let of July. The land be- 
ing well manured, and the phorpbate drilled 
in with the corn, it responded quickly, and 
made a rapid growth, attaining » height of 
nine or ten foot, except where it was killed 
by the wet weather. 

The stand of course was thin, nearly ov- 
ory stalk having at least one ear,and some- 
times two, and at the ond of cutting—about 
Sept, 20—it was difficult to get enough ears 
from # load that were not too hard to boil, 
I purchased a Hocking Valley 13-inch cut+ 
tor and carrior, the price of these being $90, 
‘The carrier was 20 ft. long. We used while 
cutting a two-horse tread-power. Finished 
filling Sept'r 23rd. Every load was well 
trampled and pounded down around the 
outsides with heavy beetles; and it is to 
this fact that I attribute a great deal of the 
orodit of its having kept so well, 1tdid not 
settle over two foot from the time the cover 
was put on until it was opened, January 4. 
The covering was about » foot of swamp 
hay, well trampled; over this a layer of 
tarred paper, covered with inch boards, and 
weighted with six or eight barrels of stones, 

On opening, it was foand to bein fine 
condition, yery little of it having spoiled, 
the hay having absorbed all the moisture, 
of which thore must have been a great deal, 
as the corn was wot. I notice that writers 
in the Country Gentleman and other papers 
assert that the corn should be dry when 
putin. My experience in the present caso 
does not confirm this, for it rained a good 
part of the timo while the filling was going 
on.

Farmor 
World.) 


(Special to the New York 
Synacuss, N. Y., Feb. 24.—Hundreds 
of farmors in Onondaga County have been | 
| swindled and will lose thousands of dollars. 
Tho operations of the swindlers havo bee 
carried on under the name of the Pennay) 
yanin Svede Company (Limited), but the 
prime mover in the achome was Waltor J. | 
| Curtiss, the reputed secretary of the con- 
cern, who until short timo ago had his 
hoadquartora hero. 

Ho hos thus far secured thousands of | 
dollars in promissory notes, and victim- 
ized prominent farmers all over the state 
Tho victims here aro among tho leading 
people of the county, one being the Treas- 


uror of the Onondaga County Milk Anso- 
ciation, 


Curtis is a well-dressed man and a refined 
and interesting conversationalist. His 
method of operating was to induce the farm- 
mors of the State to givohim their promin- 
sory notes in exchange for sced grain and 
bonda of the Pennsylvania Company. The 
agents would soll the farmers a quantity of | 
Bohemian oats at $15 bushol, giving hit 
at the samo time a guarantee that the Com- 
pany would, aftor the harvest, dispose of 
twice as many bushels for him at the price 
named, lo commisson: The oats, rep- 
resented as of superior quality, proved in- 
ferior to common seed oats. 

Tho notea which were taken from the 
formers wore for $300 and $500, the agents 
agreeing that the Company wonld return 
the notes before maturity or pay them out 
of the proceeds of the crop. After obtain- 
ing tho notes the operators would band the 
farmors & paper, printed in red and black 
letters, stamped with a large gilt seal and 
purporting to be a bond from the Pennsyl- 
vania concern. The agents eaid the Com- 
pany would sell to the same man only for 
one year and to not more than five men in 
any town, whereas they often sold to 100 
men in the same town. The bonds wero 
distributed in large quantities among the 
agents, who filled out the blanks 


and took the notes, dividing the 
profits wich Ourties, For awhile things 
worked smoothly, Tho farmers in many 
instances paid their notes and received in 
return other notes obtained in ao 
similar manner. At last a suspicion be- 
.gan to arise that there was a awindle in 
the scheme, and anumber of Onondaga and 
Oswego County farmers, finding that the 
Company was not fulfilling the condition of 
the bonds, and that the notes were being 
negotiated at a big discount, sometimes for 
50 cents on the dollar, began to look about 
for means to protect themsclves against the 
supposed fraud. Many of the notes were 
protested upon their maturity and suits 
were brought in the Supreme Court by the 
holders. 

About the time these suits were beguo 
Curtias ley the State, claiming that he was 
called away to attend a funeral in Chicago, 
He has not yot returned, Before going he 
transferred all his property to his wite, and 
attachment proceedings havea been begun 
by creditors who had taken some of the 
notes upon his indorsement. 

George Geddes, the well known Fair- 

mount farmer, is reported to be very well 
acquainted with Mr, Curtiss, and the extent 
of his investment in Bohemian oats is said 
to be between $2,000 and $3,000. Egbert 
E, Wilmot, s commercial traveller living in 
this city, holds some of the farmer's notes 
to the amount of aboub $900, and among 
others whom he has sued is William Mutter, 
of Oswego County. 
Curtiss went to Albion about four years 
ago and there established the Company in 
in this State. He lived in hotels and oper- 
ated through agents, Curtiss was noted for 
his lavish expenditure of money. He dross. 
ed well,thought nothing of opening a baskot 
of champagne for his friends, lived like a 
man of wealth and assumed to be a leader 
in politics at Albion.

North Dakota, 
What a Canadian Kesldent Says of It. 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 
Wuttow Crrv, Bottineau Oo.,.N. Dak- 

Sim,—Thinking my fellow countrymen of 
the counties of Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward would like to hear something of this 
now western country, I thought I would 
drop them a few words through your paper 
so that all could read. We have a fine 
climate here—only twoseasons, Thesum- 
mors are very nice, as there is always a 
little wind blowing. The winters are alao 
healthy, os the air is dry and cold. The 
thormomotor averages about 85° below zero 
from the lat of Deo. until the last of Keb: 
ruary and plenty of snow. 1 have spent 
three winters and five summers in North 
Dakota and consider it rich heelthier here 
than it was in Missouri of Ontario. 1 have 
only seen seven blizzards in the three wint- 
ers. There is no danger of a »man perish- 
ing in a blizzard if he will stay sober and 
attend to his own business, The soil is 
good and easily cultivated. Ono man, with 
four horses and machinery, can seed, out 
and plough in the fall two hundred acres, 
‘Allhe has to hire is two men to shock the 
grain as hé cuts it with a binder. Last 
year was a draw-back to this part of the 
state on account of the drought. Dry as it 
was, wo have plenty of whea' I saw cut 
and threshed last season six thousand 
seven hundred acres of wheat. Itaveraged 
twenty-four bushels to the acre, Oats and 
barley did not do 80 well as the wheat. All 
kinds of vegetables grow well in our soil, 
as it is lightly mixed with sand, Stock 
does well here and can be raised yory 
cheaply, as wo have plenty of the choicest 
prairie hay, All a man has to do is to out 
and stack it, as there is plenty of ib on 
school and Government land, and along 
the Mouse or Souris river, the cattle stock 
men keep their stock in the timber with 
neither sheds nor stables. The horse 
ranchmen run their horses north towards 
the boundary line weet of Turtle Mountain, 
whore they run on the prairie all winter.

1, in company with several others, visited 
the longly swamp where Benwell was 
found before the inquest opened. As it has 
been described, it is one of the most lonely and 
deserted places imaginable, The swamp is 
about 100 acres long-extending on both sides 
of the second concession of Blenhéim. Tho 
remains were found about the middle of the 
length of the swamp, some 18 feet from the 
road, which is not separated by a fence as is 
generally supposed. There is a small clear- 
ing in the thicket where the body was found, 
and to tho west of it are two small trails 
which would allow one man to pass through 
into the clearing within by an independent 
route fromthe main entrance. This clearing 
is about 15 feet square, and it was here 
where Benwell was shot down or where he 
was carried after being shot, No one pass 
ing tiie entrance to the little clearing could 
see the body where it lay from the concos- 
sion, By road the clearing is just about 43¢ 
miles to Eastwood station, 33¢ to Princeton 
and 1}¢ south to Goble’s Corners, It is about 
10 miles from Embro. There would be no 
possible way of getting into the clearing ex- 
cept by the main entrance or either of the 
small trails mentioned,so dense is the growth 
of saplings all over its surface, 


When the coroner finally got his court 
going matters were considerably explited 
by tho services of a stenographer, The first 
witness called was Brakeman George Hay, 
who told substantially the same story that 
he did at Magistrate Hills’ investigation at 
Niagara Falls yesterday.

sions concerning the Ontario ballot as ro-, 
gards its hocteoy, Ono is that the present 
system. is absolutely secret, The other, that 
it is seored oxcept in tha case of a scrutiny, 
Both are wrong, as ho would show in the 
course ‘of his: remarks, Tho present sys- 
tem was not only not secret under a 
scrutiny, but there wore other ways of 
finding out how yotos wore cast, Before, 
however, proceediog to this particular 
branch of the discussion, ho woulu call the 
attention of the House to. the principles 
that underlie. tho ~ ballot. Secret 
voting is not so new as many people think. 
Madame de Stao! said **Truth was ancicnt, 
Greece has had a secret form of voting for 
over 2,200 yoara, This arried on by balla, 
So far back as the time of Charles Il. Eng. 
Jand was agitating for aseoret system of vot-' 
ing, aad ib-was continued, with the usual 
ebbs aad flows, unttl’1840, when the people 
became clamorous for it, but it did not take 
the form of law until the year 1872, when 
Mr, Foater introduced a Ballot Aot that ie 
now tho law of Great Brituin. Most people 
of middle age were acquainted with the agi- 
tation for the ballotin thir country. A great 
many objeotions wore raised both in Eng- 
land and this country. In England it was 
uno-English; in Canada it was un-British, 
Tho employers of labor claimed the right to 
know how their omployes voted, as their 
rights as capitalista might be unnecessarily 
interfered with. It was argued that there 
would be a loss of manly sentiment which 
could only be'maintained by each elector 
asserting his right to vote for whom he 
pleased. No doubt this was as much shared 
in by the poor as by the rich, Thoro was 
with the great body of the people a feeling 
that secret voting was unmanly and mean.

used was introduced Yq the year 1861. 
The mode of yoting is as follows: 
The officer aits at a table, with a ballot box 
and pilo of ‘siue ballot papers, Tho yoter 
approanyes the officer, receives a paper, 
turns to another table close by and on the 
ballot writes the namo of the candidate he 
votes for, folda it up and drops it into the 
ballot box. No marks or numbers indicate 
aro on the ballot. This isa secret mode 
of voting. In France the law passed in 
15840 is the system of ballot used there, It 
was changed two or three times as govern 
ments changed, but is now the ballot used, 
The mode isthe same as in ltaly, with 
this difforence ; the voter produces his own 
paper, and of any color he pleases. Take 
the British dependenctes, In Svuth Aus- 
tralian they vote under the Constitution 
Act of 1856 and the Election Act of 1858, 
Thoy use cards, on which the names of the 
candidates are printed, delivered to the 
voter by the returning oflicer after he has 
established his right to vote, the returning 
officer initials the ballot, he retires to a 
separate room and makes a cross opposite 
the name of the candidate he wants elect 
ed, and retiring, drops it into the ballot 
box after letting the returning officer see 
the initials, As soon as tho declaration of 
the number of votes cast is made by the 
returning officer the cards are des 
troyed, There can be no scrutiny, and 
this modo of voting is absolutely secret. It 
will bo recoghized as almost altogether like 
our municipal system, the only difference 
boing cards in place of ballot bapers. There 
aro a number of systems atyled Australian, 
but it will be found on examination that it 
is the South Australian system that is re- 
ferred to. Your attention is called partic- 
ularly to this system for the reason it isnow 
the most popular, boing adopted largely 
elsewhere and also bocauao i¢ resomblos—al 
most & counterpart—of the Ontario munioi 
palaystom. Victoria votes under an Act 
passed in 1865. The system is similar to

Thore nover has been an jotelligont reason 
given, (Applause.) _ But wo have still an 
other systom—thy Dominioa., which as 1 
have explained, is absolutely secret. So 
that in the range of one year we can have 
three modes by which we can record our 
votes, Is it not o farce? If the 
municipal syatem is beat, which no doubt 
{t is, thon why not assimilate thr provin- 
clal system to it,or the municipal to the pro- 
yinclal ? (Applause.) The United States has 
a variety of systems, as each State regulates 
the mode and manner of voting, For years 
they have adhored to what might be called 
the French system, but owing to the pecu- 
Nar manner of administering it many abuees 
have crept in, and within the last few years 
a great outcry has been made for an abso- 
lutely secret ballot, Nino states have adopt- 
ed the South Auastrasian system, Tho great 
dosire is to get the ballot secret—and why 
should it not be secret, absolutely so? The 
only answer is that a scrutiny may bo had to 
dotect a pussible atufliog of the ballot box. 
Since the Ontario Act became law how many 
cases of ballot stufling have taken place! 
Not ono—and as against this bare possibil- 
ity what about the 100 000 voters that havo 
polled their votes year by year open to the 
abuses of a non secret ballot? (Applause.) 
Of course scrutinies have been held again 
and again, but only for the purpose of do 
ciding how ballots as counted should be 
marked, but not for fraud. It is a great 
mistake to suppose the Ontario ballot is se- 
ret only under scrutiny. (Applauee.) Lot 
us look into this fora moment. A deputy 
returning officer is appointed holding thy 
opinion that all means are fair in election. 
This is not atall uncommon. He had been 
given to understand that certain partics 
among the Government supporters are going 
to support at that partioular election the 
Opposition candidate. He would liko to 
know~—John Brown is one of them, is 
number on the voters’ list is 40, He pro- 
sents himself to vote. The returning cffi- 
cer, in accordance with the law, places the

(Ap- 
plause.) Why not adopt the principle of 
the bill now introduced, and by doing away 
with numbering do away with the chance 
of such a state of things? Then again there 
is the terrorism of threats of discovery teld 
over the electors, It is credibly stated from 
many witnesses that in many parts of the 
province this is a usual custom at elections 
80 as to deter weak voters from recording 
their votes contrary to certain interes 
Why have two ballot systems! What is 
applicable to one is also applicable to the 
other, Ifthe municipal ballot is right then 
apply the same principles to the 
Ontario Election Act. Any other course 
carries with it a flavor of absurdity. (Loud 
applause.) Let us see how the later efforts 
have succeeded, ‘Take the atate of Massy 
chusetts, At the election in that state in 
last November they used the South Austral- 
ian system, and it has been a complete suo- 
cess, Henry George said of it after the 
election was over; ‘*The new system moro 
than fulfilled every anticipation of its frionds 
and falsified every prediction ofits onemios.’

The oath sets forth that the 
official ‘*will faithfully perform his duty 
without fear, favor of affection.” Hoe went 
on tosay: Can there bo any tore binding 
obligation upon any man who cares for an 
oath at all? (Applause,) Jt is a delusion, 
and the Hon. Attorney-General is piling 
up oaths of office rather than meet the case 
fairly and equarely by doing what every 
man who knows tho working of the Act 
believes should be done, namely, wiping 
away the numbers from the ballot and 
counterfoil, (Applause.) The people of 
this province aro petting deeply interested 
in this question, Far wider than hon, gon- 
tlomen think, is the feeling that a change 
nbould be made, and it can. only fail of ao 
complishment by refusal of the Government 
to do what is justin this matter, We want 
an absolutely secret ballot now, that there 
may be a fair and honest expression of pub 
lic opinion’at the next elections, (Ap- 
plouse.) What wo are asking on this side 
of the House may be delayed, Mr. Speaker, 
by the delusive remedies ot the Attorney 
General, but its ultiniate success is cortain, 
for it is fonnded on justice and right. We 
would build the structure of the ballot on 
the rock of absolute secrecy, while that of 
the Oatario Act, though buttressed around 
with oaths and declarations, is still upon 
the send, and the flood of public opinion 
will yot aweep \ib oway. (Applause.) In 
the meantime fall freedom of the ballot 
may bb refused by a majority of this House 
led by the Hon, Attorney-General, but the 
time was coming—nay more, close at hand 
—when other men would do justice to 
the electors of Oatorlo. (Loud appleuse.)

Ryo ns n/Groen Crop: 

The uso of rye to plow under asa green | 
manuring crop has some special advan: | 
tages. Country Gentleman briefly sums | 
them up as follows: 

Rye may be sown any timein autumn, } 
after the crops of potatoes, corn and other | 
growth haye been removed, and even | 
during mild days with open soil, in win- 
ter, Land which otherwise would lic 
idle is thus employed in producing a 
useful growth. There are two periods | 
for plowing rye under, . If itis; to. be 
plowed under in spring before itvhas 
made much growth at this season, and 
the ground is to be planted with carly 
crops, less benefit is obtained from it as 
an enricher of the land than if allowed 
to grow a few Weelks, 

The best time, howeyer, is just before 
itis heading out. If left till tho heads 
are fully formed, or till tho seeds are 
formed and ripening, the straw has be 
come harder and more woody, and does 
not fully rotin tho soil till another sea- 
son. The earlier it is sown in autumn, 
the stronger the growth becomes before 
winter, and the more ready it is for early 
spring plowing. But this is of less con- 
sequence if the rye is to be allowed to 
grow till the middle of May or later, and 
then plowed in for corn or fodder corn 
or millet, We have sowed rye during 
open weather in February, and had a 
moderate crop the following summer, 
and it will occasionally happen that this 
may be dono toadvantage, if forplowing 
in during the latter part of May or in 
June,

The second year the remainder of the 
smell’ limbs ave grafted, at which time 
the shoots from the previous year's grafts 
will present the appearance represented 
by Fig. 2. One more year’s growth will 
make a good beaving Bartlett tree, To 
give a full niecasured crop, several grafts 
must be inserted spreading from each 
other, 


Troatment of Ferns, 

Good uso is made of an odd corner in 
the green house by planting out a few 
ferns for cutting. These may be either 
on the bench or underneath it, but it is 
preferable to grow them on the bench, 
as they are better under control, and the 
fronds are stiffer and havé more sub- 
stunce than those grown beneath, where 
tho light is less distinct. In growing 
ferng for this purpose it is best to plant 
them in a comparatively stiff soil, as the 
fronds thus grown are harder, and con- 
sequently stand better after they are 
cut. In the ‘treatment of the strong 
growing ferns, a writer in Gar- 
den and Fo suggests that an 
aaarrne watering with liquid manure 
of medium strength will be found bene- 
ficial after tlie plants become pot bound, 
tending to keep up the rich green of the 
fronds, but unless the plant is quite pot 
bound it is just as well without any spe- 
cial feeding, and if the drainage of the 
pot is defective it is very easy to overdo 
the application of stimulants in this 
manner. Probably the best manure to 
use for the above is cow dung, it being 
not so likely to injure the roots, though 
at all times discretion should be used in 
its application, It is useless to give 
liquid manure to a wenk, oyer potted 
fern in the hope of inducing ib to break 
into growth, and it should be remember- 
ed that this liquid should never be given 
to a fern while it is very dry, else more 
harm than good will result. 


Goonseberry Mildew. 

Mr, Goff, in a report to the New York 
ultural experiment station, tells 
how gooseberry mildew was checked by 
spraying the bushes several times with 
a half or a quarter ounce of sulphide of 
potassium to a gallon of water, The gub- 
stance also checked the ravages of the 
currant worm. Apple scab was checked 
by sulphide of potassium, applied at the 
rate of one-half ounce to the gallon, 
This substance appeared to possess more 
value than hyposulphite of ‘sodium. 
Sulphide of calcium did no gogd.

Counoll, the privileges of such representa: 
tives being limited to the ischarge of and 
yoting upon such questions may affect 
Canadian interests; that this resolution 
be transmitted to His Excellency the Goy 
ernor-General-in-Council for such consti- 
tutional action aa he may doom it advisable 
to take in the interests of the country.

school in this province unless he is capable 
of speaking the English Ianguage and of 
conducting the proceedings of his school 
according to the programme vf studies ap- 
plicable thereto in that language, 
4. Nothing horein contained is to pre- 
venta teacher, where it is impracticable 
by reason of any pupil not being able to 
understand the instruction which he desires 
to convey if given in English, from impart-

‘‘A Farmer” writes from Bradford to the 
Mail: ‘How men in Parliament can get 
off such bosh as I have lately read in the 
debate on the corn question is a mayatery to 
me. How can men say they speak in the 
interest of the farmers when they advocate 
free corn? Of course there are cases 
where a man with » amall farm may need 
more feed than he has grown, and to got 
corn in free might just suit his case for the 
time being; but the rank and file of the 
farmers do not want Amerioan corn im- 
ported to compete with our coarse grains, 
Farmers are hauling oats now from twelve 
to fifteen miles and aolling them for 26 
cents por bushel, and peas at 45 cents, 
Hence they certainly do not want to sve 
American corn lot in free, I know aschool 
teacher who keeps a cow and a lot of pigs, 
He pastures his cow on the road, 
4nd longs for American corn to feed 
hin pigs when he could buy poas 
at 45 cents from his neighbours. 1t is all 
right enough for Mr, McMullen and othors 
to move for the froo admission of American 
corn, but lot them say that it is in the in- 
torast of drovers, livery stable men, village 
blacksmiths, etc., and not say that it is in 
the interest of the farmers, because such is 
not tho fact. A very great deal of tho agri-

THE U.S, TARIFF, 
Republican Committoemen Agree on Every 
Point of the New Schedule, 

Wasuinoton, March 18,—The Kepublican 
members of the House Ways and Means Com 
mittee havo practically agreed upon every 
polnt of division on the tariff schedules and 
the reductions to be made from internal 
revenue and will present their bill to the full 
committee this woek. The clauses relating 
to carpet wools, Mexican lead ores and one 
or two other articles have not been finally 


passed upon, but the bill is believed to be 


substantially a finished measure so far as tho 
majority of the committee is concerned. 

The internal revenue features are; The 
abolition of all special taxes upon 
dealers of all kinds known as licenses, 
the taxes upon snuff will be repealed, 
farmers and planters growing tobacco 
may sell to whom they please without. 
restraint, The tax upon manufactured 
tobacco will be reduced from Sc, to 4c, @ 
pound; cigars, cheroots and cigarettes wil) 
carry the same tax as under the present law, 
Alcohol used in tho arte is free under sub- 
stantially the same restrictions as pt 
inthe Senate Bill. The reductions in the 
revenue from these sources will be between 
$17,000,000 and $19,000,000, 

In the lumber schedule the duty on sawed 
boards, planiss and finished lumber is re- 
duced 50 per cent, from the present rate. 
Thero is a special provision that it Canada 
lays an import duty upon lumber, duties 
shall be collected according to existing rate, 
There is an increase generally along the 
entire list in the duties upon agricultural 
products, The duty on barley is raised to 80 
cents.a bushel, hops to 15 cents a pound, 
buckwheat to 15 conts a bushel, oats to 16 
contsa bushel, The duty on agricultural 
seods is increased, 

Butter and substitutes therefor have tho 
duty increased to 6 cents a pound. The duty 
on eggs is made 5 cents a dozen. Potatoes 
will pay 25 cents a bushel. Hides, now or 
the free list, are made dutiable at 1}¢ cents a 
pound, There is a small increase in the duties 
upon fruits, Advances in duties have gener 
ally been conceded where it is believed they 
will benefit the farmer, Salt has not been 
touched. 

Among ‘tho new logislative provisions in 
the bill is one that no importations shall be 
made into tho United States which do not 
show plainly the country from which they 
are imported. This is dono to stop tho com- 
mon practice of importing foreign goods with 
American brands, the purpose being to de- 
ceive {the public and hayo tho wares sup- 
plant popular Amorican goods, Tho bill wil} 
also repeal tho law which gives the United 
States and contractors under it tho right to 
import supplies froe of duty. 

The free list, which contains with a fow ex 
coptions all the items in the Senate bill and a 
fow others not in the Senate bill, will it ia 
estimated make a reduction of between 1% 
and 1}¢ynillion dollars, ‘The revisions made 
through the tariff schedules are expected te 
effect a reduction of about $15,000,000, ‘The 
total reduction made by tho bill is estimated

No. 56 Chandos, county Poterbcrough, 
paid 29 mills on the dollar and got $20,

No. 8, Dungannon, Hastings county, 
paid 22 mills on the dollar and got $19 70, 
while No, 7, Chaffey, Victoria county, paid

Thomas Kelso Dead, 


Demise of an Old and Esteomed Citizen. 

The entire community will regret the de- 
miso of Thomas Kolso, Esq., which sad 
event ccourred at a few minutes before 3 


o'clock Monday afternoon, The deceased 
had been in delicate health for nearly two 
years, as the result of injury sustained, 
Fond relatives and friends did all that 
could be done, but none could withhold 
the approach of the fell destroyer. His 
strength grew less and less, until 
the spirit was called before its 
Croator, Mr. Koleo was the youngest 
son of the Rev. Dsvid Kelso, a Presbyter= 
ian minister, and was born at Lisbon, near 
Belfast on the bth of October, 1835. He 
came to this country in 1855, residing here 
for some time. Upon the death of his 
brother, W. H, Kelso, he succeeded to his 
businees in the village of Stirling, carrying 
the same on for & numbor of years, Sub- 
sequently he came to Belleville, and on- 
tored into partnership with Mr, Pitceathly, 
in the wholesale groceries trade, remain- 
ing a partner uutil his demise. In 1869 
Mr Kelao offered for tho Town Council in 
Ketcheson Ward, and was elected and im- 
mediately assumed his shure of the labors of 
that body. Whilstin the Council he inaug- 
urated the present syatem of harbor dues 
which is now in the hands of the harbor 
commissioners, He sat at the Council 
board for a number of years. 

In 1866 he married Louise Victoria, sec- 
ond daughter of Henry Pomeroy, Eaq., a 
yeoman residing near the village of Col- 
berae, who with six children, four daugh- 
ters and two sons, survive him. The eld- 
est son, Thom: ‘omeroy,is about complet- 
ing his studies at the Toronto University. 

The deceased was a prominent member 
of the Masonic fraternity, being one of the 
cherter members of Eureka lodge, and 
Registrar of King Baldwin Preceptory, 

© auspices he will be buried on 
Thursday afternoon at 2;30 o'clock. i 

In religion he was a Presbyterian, being 
a member of St. Andrew's church and in 
politics a Conservative, 

Mr. Kelso was for seversl years an impor- 
tant factor in the public affairs of the city. 
He took an active and prominent part in the 
municipal Council, and revived the Grand 
Junction Railway project, which, largely 
owing to his earnest and able advocacy, 
quickly assamed a practical shape, and was, 
after many discouragements and delays, 
carried to completion under his manage- 
ment. Mr. Kelso was President of the 
Company, and held that office until the sale 
to the Grand Trunk took place. 

Ono of the heenest and shrewdest of 
business men, he had yet the generous dis- 
position which is proverbial amongst Irish- 
men. He was a warm friend, a Pleasing 
companion—in word, he may be describe 
asa many sidéd ma: He took a keen in- 
terest in yachting, curling, bowling, and 
other sports and was a proficient in several, 
and a liberal supporter of all manly amus: 
mente, He will be greatly miraed, in spite 
of the long retirement caused by his illness. 

Two years ago Mr. Kelso fell on an icy 
crossing at the corner of Front and Hotel 
atreets, and broke his left leg. He hada 
powerful frame and a robust constitution, 
and his recovery was rapid tor a time ; bub 
seemingly a reaction took place, aud he 
steadily grew weaker, and, after several 
months’ confinement to his house ho passed 
away, as above stated.

The Care of Colts, 

Colts are often fed nothing but hay through 
the winter, and sometimes that of poor quali- 
ty, This is poor policy, and tho result is the 
colt’s growth is. nearly stopped, and what 
little takes place is uneven. A correspond- 
vent in The New York ‘Tribune states the 
matter correctly when he says that the medi- 
um sized colt should be fod for the first two 
or three months after weaning time one 
quart of oats mixed with the same quantity 
of wheat bran, and a gill of oilmeal morning 
and night. Tho bran, aside from being nut 
ritious, tends to keep the colt/free from worms, 
while tho oats are excellent to make superior 
muscle and form a good quality of bones, 
Tho oilmeal nids digestion and keeps the 
bowels in order, 

Astho winter advances this ration may 
‘be gradually increased to one-half more, or 
perhaps be doubled by March or April, 
The stable of the colt should bave an earth 
floor, us standing on boards or any hard sub- 
stance Is injuries to the feet and ankles, they 
haying uot yet become solid and firm, and it 
often ongonders ringbone. He ought to be 
turned out into a dry yardevery pleasant 
day for exorcise; this is absolutely necessary 
tosocure a good, even growth of bone and 
muscle,

Sowing Flower Seeds, 
A common mistake in sowing flower 
as well as other seeds, is in covering too 
deep, As a general rule cover only to 
the depth of the thickness of the seeds, 
or with medium sized seeds like balsams, 
zinnias, ete., a half an inch or so is none 
toomuch. Such fine seeds as portulacas 
need only to be pressed into the soil with 
a piece of board or the palm of the hand, 
Always press the carth down firmly 
after sowing all flower seeds, else there

HORSES! FEET, 


Clalni# Made by An Ixporienced Bhoer, 
Worthy of Considoration, 
need shoer ohms, in The 
ow York ‘Lribune, that most il shaped 
| foot were so the first time the horse was 
taken to the shop, Several in his town 
have the feet of their colts trimmed 
every few months until they are shod, 
and he never saw an imperfect foot on 
one of them, Colts are born with perfect 
fect. Nature intended thom to run on 
the ground constantly, nnd if they did 
their hoofs would wear evenly, 
but, instead, they are kept indoors five 
months of the y + the hoofs become 
long and break off in pleces from time 
to time, 

If aconsiderable piece breaks off at 
the ide the runs over like an old 
boot, and the colt acquires the habit of 
walking partially on the side of the foot, 
which is very difficult to remedy. Some- 
times both sides break off, leaving the 
unnaturally long, thus throwing 
more weight on the heels, causing them 
to wear away faster than they should, 
This produces flat fect. Tho uneven 
breaking off of the hoof before the ani- 
mal matures causes most of the imper- 
fections in the feet of the horse, with re- 
sultant ringbones, spaving, curbs and 
other ailments. When a horse with o 
bad foot comes to be shod, if it runs over 
at the wide, ib should be levoled up gradu- 
ally at several succeeding Shoeings, by 
making tho shoe thicker at one side and 
paring down the hoof a little the most 
on the opposite side, 

If tho feet are flat the heel should be 
left alone and the toes cut a4 far back as 
it will answer at every shoeing. The 
shoo should never bear on the sole of the 
foot, but on the wallalone, If the sole 
is low down and _ presents a convex sur- 
face, as is often the case, the shoe should 
either be made concave, to match, or 
very narrow to fit only on the horny 
shell, If tho animal has contracted feet 
the heels should be cut away all it will 
do, as well as the horn on the bottom of 
the foot, and the shoes should be beveled 
out from the quarters back, that the feet 
may haye a tendency to spread, 

If the animal has ringbone or any 
stiffness in the joint the toes should be 
cut back, This rule applies also to cases 
of spavin, thoroughpin, curbs, eto, Bad 
fect in horses are generally traceable to 
inattention by man, The feet of colts 
should be attended to once in three 
months, from the time they are first 
stabled in the fall until they reach mu- 
turity, and then permanent good feet 
will be assured. If agricultural societies 
would employ a skillful man to shoe 
horses at their fairs and give illustrative 
lectures, they would accomplish more 
good than they do now by some of tlieir 
transactions.

it is its bunchy habit of growth; unless 
very thickly sown it does not entirely 
cover the ground, but grows in tufts, It 
is best to mix it with clover for meadow, 
or with blue grass for pasture, that the 
ground may be all covered. If sown 
alone two bushels to the acre should be 
used, but if with others the quantity 
may be proportionately less. As the seed 
is small, it should be very lightly cov

pocket all the money they could and go to 


that they will not readily be 
broken, or even loosened. If the Yankees 
are so foolish ag to.imagine that measures 
which failed when directed againat the 
weak and ecattered provinces of 1866 will 
be sugcessful against the great Dominion, 
they will quickly discover their error. Such 
threats are productive of good to Canada, 
by arousing the patriotic spirit of our peo- 
ple, and causing them to become more self- 
dependent. The threat of President Oleve- 
land to abolish the bonding privileges is 
another case in point. 

Mr. Hitt’s invitation to negotiate for free 
trade, which of course means discrimination 
against the Empire of which our country 
forms a part, would properly be regarded 
asa wanton insult wero it not that he has 
been lod to make it by the adoption of that 
disloyal proposal by the Grit party as thoir 
Platform. That proposal will bo treated by 
our Government with silent contempt ; but 
those whose folly induced it will not escape 
public condemnation. 

Meantime the fate of the tariff proposals 
of the Republican party in Congress will be 
noted with interest on this side of the lines.

THE TEXTBOOK GRIEVANCE. 


There is no other grievance against the 
mal-administration of the Moen Govern: 
ment which is felt more generally 
than the text-book grievance, because 
it-touches the pockets of every parent 
whose children attend the Public or High 
Schools. The principal causes for com- 
ee ‘re thus concisely stated by the 

ingston News : 

(1) The high price of text books in On- 
tario os compared with the price of the 
text books used in the American schools, 
(2.) Tho very inferior paper and binding of 
the Ontario school books, and (3) the fre- 
quent changes of text books, It was point- 
ed out by Mr. Oreighton in the recent de- 
bate on the subject, that a text book con- 
taining a much better selection of literature 
printed on better paper, and bound more 
substantially than the Ontario school book 
Was issued by the Education department of 
the Stato of California, for one third what 
# similar book cost ia Ontario,notwithstand: 
ing that the cost of printing and bind: 
ing was noarly a third higher in San Fran- 
cisco than in Toronto, The high price of 
Ontario school books is partly duo to the 
fact that the Mowat Government have 
granted the monopoly of achool book pub- 
Hication to a favorite firm, and partly to the 
fact that frequent changes of text books 
prevent the publishers from lowering the 
price as much as they otherwise might. But 
the frequont changes of toxt books press 
Upon parents in another way, Suppose a 
man has half a dozen children, ono set of 
books might be expected to pass them all 
through the shools from the lowest to high- 
est form. But as it ls, even before a pupil 

is able to pass to a higher grado, the book 
he has boon using is declarod worthleas and 
another must be purchased. So that, far 
from one set of books being suflicient to 
pass several pupils through all grades, each 
child must havo a sev of its own,s » frequent 
aro the changos. Now, an it is estimated 
that the books required by » pupil from tho 
A BO's to tho fifth form coat about $21.96, 
and as cach child requires a now act, it may 
be judged what o tax it is on parents to 
supply their childron with the toxt books 
required, 
Tho question is ono which will not down 
dospito the sneer of Ministor Ross that tho 
grievance is ‘tan old one," 
Tho Conservative party, should they suc-

rlevance by providing spainst frequent

Minerals in Ontario; 


Prof. Bell's mercies to the Sudbury Dis- 
riot. 

The long promised report of the Mining 
Commission of two years ego has not been 
issued yet, and will be ancient history when 
it comes out, if it ever does ; but Dr, Robt, 
Boll, of the Geological Survey, has reprint- 
ed his part of it, bearing on the economic 
minerals of Ontario, in pamphlet form, and 
it should be widely read. 1 can say for the 
chapter devoted to the Sudbury district, 
that though entirely too limited, it is very 
accurate and interesting as far as it goes, 
and shows that Dr. Bell, who {s a good au- 
thority, has great confidence in the mineral 
resources of the district. I can give only 
a fow short extracts from it : 


WHAT DR. BELL SAYS, 


“Gold promises to be an important pro- 
duct of our Huronian rocks, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that only partial success has 
attended the efforts heretofore made to 
mine and extract it. If we include the 
goldbearing rocks of the Hastings region 
amongst the Huronian, it becomes doubt- 
ful if the precious metal has been found, 
except in merest traces, in any other form- 
ation. Not long ago the ocourence of gold 
was unknown in Ontario beyond the tracea 
which have been found in assaying the pil- 
ver and copper ores of Prince's location on 
Michipicoton island, and the vein-stuff of 
the Bruce mines, but now it has been dis- 
covered in so many and so widely-separated 
localities in the province, and in some cases 
under such promising conditions, that it is 
highly probable that suczessful gold mines 
will be established after more thorough 
tests haye been made. 

“At the Vermilion gold mine, on lot 6, 
in the 4th concession of the Township of 
Denison, in the Sudbury district, coarse 
free gold was found at and near the surface 
in a vein of light grey granular quartz, 
about two feet thick, running north-east- 
ward, and cutting grey or ash-colored 
greywacke, bearing a close resemblance to 
the ‘whin rock’ of the Nova Scotia gold 
districts, The gold was so thickly dissemi- 
nated in one part of the vein ay to hold 
together fragments of the rock after they 
had been fractured by the hammor.’’ 

GOLD DISCOVERIES 

With reference to the gold discoveries 
on Lake Wahnapitee, some twenty miles 
north-east of Sudbury, he says :— 

“The rock in this locality resembles that 
of the famous Treadwell mine on Douglas 
island, in Alaska, both in composition and 
in the manner of the occurrence of the 
small adherent quartz veins, but the latter 
rock is almost white and is dotted with 
small particles of iron pyriter. . Al- 
though the rock of the Treadwell mine 
yields only about $5 worth of gold to the 
ton, immense profits are made by stamping 
and treating it in large quantities, and it is 
in this direction rather than in the great 
richness of small quantities that we muat 
look for profitable gold mines in the Huron- 
ian rocks.” 

He speaks in the highest terms of the 
nickel mines of the Sudbury diatrict, and 
then says: — 

‘It will be seen from the foregoing that 
all the deposits of nickeliferous copper ore 
of the district which have been examined 
occur in diorite rock, and further that in 
moat cases the diorite is brecciated or holds 
angular and also rounded fragmenta of all 
sizes of rocks of various kinds. Tho genoral 
geological position of these ores is therefore 
in diorite and more especially brecoiated 
diorite, with either gneiss or quartz syenite 
near one side,”

The Rossmore & ensation 


Moon Committed for Trial for 
Shooting at Moxley, 


The case of Peter Moon, of Rossmore, 
acoused of shooting at Edward Moxley,

At this moment 
Moon appeared upon the scene, and raid to 
witness, **Youb ——, I'll murder you.” 
Moon had a stick in his hand. Moon went 
out in the kitchen and got a gon which was 
hanging up. Witness then went out into 
the yard and on to the street, Moon ran 
out after witness and fired at him. He 
(witneas) turned around after the shot was 
fired and raw Moon holding a gun, which

this time near the door of his house, witness 
was not hurt. About half an hour ofterwar:

Probably uo case has been tried by mo 
arising in Tyendinnga, that has caused moro 
excitomont than tho prosont Upon 
an examination of the evidence, | fail to 
find anything which distinguishos the case 
from one of an ordinary description, and 
which might be appropriately characterized 
asa drunken row. Egan ond Doyle, ul 
though personally unknown to me, appear 
from evidence to bo respootable men living 
upon adjoining farms, heada of families and 
old neighbors. Mr, Egan isa Magistrate, 
and on tho day of tho alloged difficulty had 
boon appointed Road Surveyor by theTown- 
ship Council, I have not been able to hoar 
Doylo’s evidence, as bis mouth ia closed uc 
cording to our law, and I therefore have not 
and cannot hoar bis version of tho affray 
Mr. Egan states that he was at tho hore! 
from about dark on 20th January until 1 
ly 11 p. m,; that he dined at 1, wod 
food from that time during the day 
ing ; that many persons were at the hote! ; 
thac ho drank six glasses of whiekoy, and 
would not swoar that he did not drink nine 
glasses. Tho drinking commenced about 
dark, and the liquor was taken upon an 
empty stomach ; the result was that Mr, 
Ezan became greatly intoxicated, and the 
evidence ja that Doyle was in the same state. 
Yeomans, who gives a clear account of the 
matter, says that ‘the two men were wrang 
ling and disputing, both drunk and stagger- 
ing about”; they cast up old sores at each 
other, aud the ong was a4 bad as the other.
